Soviet-Sino bloc and Cuba, the lack of a democratic system in 
Cuba and the emergence of a dictatorial pattern of political 
control. The document runs the gamut of charges against Cuba 
with emphasis on the emergence of the Cuban Communist Party as the 
dominant force in the Cuban Government as well as charges of Cuban 
interventionist activities in other countries in the hemisphere. 

The supplement of 8-21-60 adds to Appendix J and brings 
out additional charges that Cuba is training communist agents and 
guerrillas to spread the communist revolution throughout Latin 
America and Cuba has opened an assault on religious freedom.

ACTION: 
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The 8th National Assembly of the Popular Socialist

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Such tlnuBual attention and the scope of response by 
Communist Parties to a Congress of the hitherto small Cuban 
Party could only result from directives and endorsement of 
the highest international communist authority; and the scope 
of delegations could only result from a centralized mobiliza- 
tion by the top international communist organizational center. 

The preparations for this type of mobilization and 
attention was one of the purposes of the mission of ELAS ROSA 
to Moscow in June and July of this year; and decisions taken 
to support the Havana Congress taken at the Bucharest Conference 
of Communists last June. Many delegates to Bucharest 
fCHlLDSt etc.) greeted each other affitasiwly at HavanS^^^^^^ 

The Havana PSP Congress took on an outstanding 
political importance for international Communism, and for 
Soviet foreign policy, for these reasons: 

1. The Havana Congress provided a forum and gathering 
place under beneficient protection, for the holding of a 
conference by all C.P.'s in the Western Hemisphere at which 
gathering their policies, outlook and campaigns could be 
directly coordinated for the first time in two decades. 

2. It provided a mobilization point and center 
outside the Iron Curtain to arouse, unite and propel the 
Communist Parties to reinforcing the Cuban Revolution and 
taking steps to weaken and/or compromise the United States 
in all Latin-American countries; and to set into motion a 
unified international assault against the United States. 

3. It provided an ideal opportunity to strengthen 
BIAS ROCA aB one of the main communist voices in Latin- 
America, and through ROCA (who staunchly supports KHRUSHCHEV) 

I to promulgate policies seeking to swerve the CASTRO Revolu- 
tion into Marxist directions, and to make itB policies that 
of the Soviet orbit. Similarly, to outline for the Cuban 
Revolution a set of ideologic, poltical directions, organiza- 
tional forms and economic methods to constitute a pattern for 
developing revolutions in ABla, Africa and Latin-America. 

I (Example: Cuba can provide a blueprint for the confusion such 
as in the Congo. Cuba can provide a pattern for the expected 
riBing in Guatemala, Venezuela and Dominican Republic, etc.) 
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4. The Congress provided the Soviet Union an 
opportune counter-measure in Latin-America to try to 
weaken and destroy the OAS as a democratic institution 
repelling Communist intrusion into the hemisphere (and other 
forms of USA-Latin American solidarity and friendship) .

Thus, the Congress was conceived as an instrument 
to attack the USA and weaken or try to destroy OAS and 
similar systems of hemispheric defense from Communist 
pene^afcion and ideology. 

5. It provided the USSR with a form and instru- 
ment ,<±th which to break through in Latin-America 
diplomatically, economically and seer, to nullify the Monroe 
Doctrine?'* 


6. The Havana Congress provided the CP, USSR 
with a hemispheric gathering of Communist Parties where 
extensive pressure could "be applied to "clarify" and 
mobilize these Parties against the views of MAO-TSE-TUNG 
and the "ideolgoical" quarrel of the Chinese CP versus the 
CP, USSR. 

There are some 20 C.P.'s in the hemisphere and if 
the Chinese views were to find important support it would 
be deve stating for the leadership of KHRUSHCHEV personally, 
and for the USSR as "head of the Camp of Socialism" at which 
the Chinese scoff. 

A likdihood that this might occur is the fact that 
the temperment, usual traits and outlooks of Latin-American 
Communist te aders are generally oloser to the Chinese views 
as it pertains to appraising the role of imperialism, the 


role of US "Imperialism." The fact that there are actually 
armed struggles In Latin-America against the US could accentuate 
for KHRUSHCHEV the danger of a large number of C.P.’s going 
In support of MAO-TSE -TUNG'S "leftist" Ideology.

7. The Congress provided the USSR with a meeting 
place for half the Communist Parties of the world, and an 
opportunity to mobilize these many parties on a global 
scale against the United StateB. Whether it was in the form 
of a speech, letter or telegram, the universal theme of each 
and everyone of these 50 Parties was a call to unite and 
destroy "American imperialism." This congress, together 
with the Bucharest conference in June, involved nearly all 
C.P.'s throughout the world, and although held in two parts, 
the world Communist movement succeeded in holding a world- 
wide mobilization. 


Location 


All delegations were quartered at the Commodoro 
Hotel in Marianao. This iB one of the luxury waterfront 
hotels which has been "intervened" and under control of 
its employees.

The hotel seems so fully controlled by the Party 
that a resolution of greetings brought to the Congress by 
a delegation of employees was signed by 123 Commodoro workers. 

A discussion with a maid revealed that no employee 
can work at Commodoro unless they are Party members and 
vouched for by the Havana Party; and that the Commodoro 
has been host to many foreign groups* 

The Congress was held in the Miramar Ballroom, and 
also a number of other functions. 



A fleet of about 50 late model automobiles was 
constantly available to transport the delegates wherever 
they were to go - collectively to some event, or individually. 
A militiaman chauffeur and a militiaman security guard 
rode in each car with every S-4 delegates. 


Counting the security guards in the autos, hall- 
ways and all over the hotel, there were about 200 constantly 
on guard, uniformed and armed. 


The security detail is commanded by the PSP security 
chief who is responsible for the security of BLAS ROCA and 
the National Committee members.

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Fully two-thirds (nnale and female) delegates to 
the Congress wore militia uniforms and side arms. 


A Cuban member said that the PSP membership is 
"heavy" in the Militia in all communities. 

Another said he Judged 8(# of PSP membership were 
armed or were militia personnel. 


Another said every PSP member, after working his or 
her normal shift at regular employment, was obliged to give 
six hours daily guard duty at some installation, bridge, 
tunnel or building. 


The "foreign department" of the PSP created an 
extensive and effectiv^set-up to receive and handle the 90 
foreign de legate s.f^|^was heard to answer a compliment saying 
"We’ve had quite some experience already, but stumbled on 
only one visitor- a Mongolian'." 

Jj^^^tthas a squad of about 10 young Cuban women 
who speal^IfHer English, French, Italian, German or Russian. 

They work at all these affairs . He calls on the University 
or Foreign Office for unusual language translations (Arab, 
African, et^^_ Most every vistor has access to some language 
for which^^^Bhas a translation. 


These militiamen, chauffeurs and translators of 
Icarry identication cards and a document which opens 
any aoor, passes through any crowd, goes to the frorib of 
any queue. 



The reception of the foreign delegates is indica- 
tive of the close identification of the PSP and the organs of 
the CASTRO Government, 

As eachdelegat^arr^e^a^JOSE MARTI Airport 
they were met a car * two 

guardB and a translator^^vne respective language. 

The delegate waB taken from the plane before any 
other passenger got off; was rushed to the front where 
"Diplomatic, Consular, and Parltaientary Visitors" were 
received. The militiamen showed a letter to the custom and 
immigration inspector who waved the delegate on. 


The delegate was immediately tsXon to the Commodoro; 
given a carte -blanche credit card and an identification 
pasa. 


Then each five delegatee were attached to a^|^B 
assistant for tho duration of the stay. Tills aseistan^JBr 
responsible for providingfor any need or request by the 
delegate. Each morning JHBwould brief his 15-20 aides, 
who in turn would brief their group of 5 delegates. 

These aides would convey to each delegate various 
schedules, materials, notices, information, etc. The opera- 
tion ran quite smoothly. 

a also had a dispensary and group of five 

ins to care for any illness. These medicos 
accompanied the 90 delegates wherever they went. 

The Cuban delegates did not live at the Commodor. 

They were located in Btill another Party- controlled hotel 
in Havana center. They had lunch at the hotel, however. 

All delegates were provided constant snacks, 
refreshments, books, literature, free cigars, cigarettes 
and other gifts. 

For the once poor-as-churchmouse-Cuban Party 
the arrangements were obviously costly and if paid for would 
run many thousands of dollars. 

For example, full luncheon every day for <400 people; 
special banquets at the former Biltmore Country Club for 500; 
reception for 400 with laden tables. 

The irreverent Americans, who remember BLAS* 

"poor days" said "BLAS 1 rich aunt Just died." 

It was another way of everyone saying the once very 
poor Cuban Party now has money - and plenty of it. 

Whan a security guard was asked where all the new 
model cars came from, he laughed and said "Law 151" (confiscacion 
de los Bienes del Terano y Sus Colaborodorea, Ley 151, de 17 
Marzo de 1959 ). He said that whenever a BATISTA officer or 


forma’ rich supporter of BATISTA was arrested the Party would 
first confiscate the person’s auto and put it in the Party's 
pool. 


It is possible the Party greatly enriched itself 
by having its militia expropriate the possessions of count- 
less pro -BATISTA people. It is also possible it gets direct 
state aid; and very surely it receives substantial Russian 
aid.

Later it was 
ascertained that the basis of delegate representation was 
one delegate per every 60 members . This would place the PSP 
membership at about 12,000. 


It is recalled that this report indicated at least 
two-thirds of this delegation represented the two geographi- 
cal extremes of the Island: Habana Province and Oriente 
Province. Whether this reflects the main base of the PSP 
is unknown, but from other facts it appears to be 

so - i.e., heavy strength at both ends but sparse and 
scattered in between.

There were two young Russians 
at the Conference and on the 
trip to the interior* They 
were a swaggering couple and cocky 
in behavior. After a while, it 
was determined they were both 
TASS representatives, one from 
the Prague office, the other 
from Moscow* They played no 
particular role at the Congress 
or on the trip. They, also, 
showed all the signs of 
typical Soviet people: suspicious, 

V/^clannlst, furtive and not at all 
friendly or "mixing". 
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The Semi-Official Character of the 8th Congress 


If this 8th Congress and Its 90 foreign guests 
wa3 not a fully recognized and government approval event 
It was due only to the fact that there was no official decree 
attesting to the fact. 

The Congress and everything connected with It, 
was openly approved, supported and endorsed by the CASTRO 
Government and Its leaders. 


The Congress was attended and participated In, 
in one fashion or another, by every kind of g< ^emmenta 1 
and Army leader just short of FIDEL, RAUL and CHE GUEVARA 
themselves, and in three indirect ways even these three 
identified themselves with the Congress and foreign 


delegations. 



A constant procession of fraternal delegations 
and "well wishers" came from the trade unions, youth, women 
and other organizations. 
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The Mayors of Cienfuegas, Santiago de Cuba and 
Chief of the Havana Municipal Administration attended and 
were acclaimed. 

Delegations representing Havana's largest 
department store "Pin de Siglo", from the Hotel Havana 
Riverla, Electric Company, Omnibus Corporation and many 
others came to greet and be greeted.

Reporters from all Havana newspapers and wire 
services covered the Congress. 

Photographers, however, we re obliged to "give notice" 
of snapping a shot, so to allow any reluctant foreigner to 
step out of range. 

When the caravan of foreign delegates travelled 
from Havana to the Sierra Maestri (as will be related later) 
it travelled under army and militia escort and was accorded 
official Province and City welcomes and receptions in all 
cities - as Santiago, Cardenas, Holguin, Sancti Spiritus, Santa 
Clara, San Jose, etc. 

The foreign debates were accorded tickets to the dais 
and tribunes of all big meetings and assemblies at which RAUL 
and FIDEL, DORTICOS and CHE GUAVARA spoke. They were taken 
a3 distinguished visitors to countless factories, stores, 
cooperatives, buildings and farms and received there by 
officials of the government, army, July 26 and March 13 
Movements, and the local, city or Provincial administration. 

At the huge demonstration ou Sept 1st at Plaza Civico 
the 90 foreigners were efficiently transported to the top of 
the Jose Marte Monument and seated a few feet away from 
FIDEL'S microphone, and together with RAUL, VILMA (CASTRO), 

GUEVARA, DORTICOS and the "brass" who occupied the tribune. 
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A special program was arranged for the 
delegates to attend the "Ballet de Cuba", to attend a 
special theatre program arranged by the Ministry of Education, 
and similar events. 

On August 23 the official July 26 Movement 
accorded the delegations a breakfast with their leadership 
and presented each delegate with an inscribed land expensive) 
chest of specially made cigars, shirts, hose, 3 volumes 
inscribed of Revolutionary Laws & Decrees, and an expensive 
book inscribed by the Cuban National Library. 

The Journey to Sierra Maestri was by official 
invitation of July 2b Movement. 

In all cities and villages the delegates were 
official guests of the "Trinity" which rules Cuba: July £6 - 

March 23 - P.S.P. 

Large scale receptions, mass meetings and banquets 
were accorded the foreigners at Nicotea, San Jose, '/aradero, 
Cardenas, Santa Clara, Sancti Spiritu, Victoria de loo Tunes, 

Fi aceta, Santiago, Holguin, Bayamo, Las Mercedes, Eorida, 
Cam&guea, Trinidad, Jarahueca, Cabaeguan, Palma Soriano and 
many others. 

Scores of small vilages and towns were covered by 
the foreigners. For example, a tour stop would be made in a 
rOace like Camaguey or Bayamo. Ten or twenty cars wou^d ta.ee 
one or more foreigners to a village some miles distant where a 
meeting would be held. 

The sponsors seemed to want every ounce of 
propaganda" value which the foreigners could give. It would, 
of course, be very effective, when a Chinese general would pop 
into a small village and pledge the s\^ogd^>f 600 million 
Chinese; or when a noted figure like SHp would turn up 
inside a factory and start tub-thumping. Multiply this example 
by 15-20 occurring several times a day and you get a conception 
of the propaganda and morale value of this junket. 



Another examples At Las Mercedes* in the foothills 
of the Sierra Maestri, remote and far from the fervor of 
Mavand. Here a seating was held consisting o.t ^O'JO rebel 
troops, 200 young "volunteers" from a number of countries, 
and some 300 local people.

There can be no doubt and the evidence is overwhelming 
that the Congress and presence of the foreign delegates was 
officially favored and supported by the Cuban Government. 

Some Observa tions 

In all of these towns, meetings and factories, the 
following impressions stand out: 

1 ) The bulk of the population, energized mainly 
by the youth are fanatically fox the CASTRO regime. If there 
-la substantial segments agalnS^ASTRO they were not in 
evidence. The youth, the poor, the women, the colored, are 
fed a stream of slogans which makes tne UoA ./he main enemy. 

2. ) A high amount of the population is armed. Not 
only the Miiitia which is everywhere, but farmers, shop ^ 
workers and ordinary people.

The April 29, 1957, issue of "The New Leader," a 
weekly publication of the American Labor Conference on 
International Affairs, pages 8 and 9, carried an article 
entitled, "Moscow's Youth Festival." The article stated 
that Communist Parties and fronts throughout the world 
were trying to bring 30,000 young people to Moscow for the 
Sixth Festival of Youth and Students for Peace and Friendship 
a biennial Communist charivari which has taken place in 
Iron Curtain cities since 1947- The article stated that 
during the two weeks of the Festival to be held in the 
Soviet capital from July 28, 1957 to August 11, 1957, the 
Kremlin would undertake to prove to thousands of young 
people from the free world that the future belongs to 
Soviet Communism. The article concluded by Btating that 
the few million dollars which the Kremlin and its satellite 
countries were raising for this festival would probably be 
one of their cheapest investments in terms of political 
dividends . 




On August 4, 1558* who has furnished reliable 

information in the past, made available a background state- 
ment on the Seventh World Youth Festival. Tuts statement 
set forth that the Festival idea is supported by the World 
Federation of Democratic Youth, (cited as a communis 0 organisation 
in the House Committee on Un-American Activities, Guide to 
Subversive Organizations and Publications* January 2* 1927* 
page 94.) with headquarters in Budapest, Hungary, and the 
International Union of Students, (cited as a Communist 
organization in the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
G-d.de, above, on page 48.), with headquarters in Prague, 
Chechoslovakia. It was decided to hold the 7th World Youth 
Festival in Vienna, Austria, during the summer of 1959. 


The statement made available by the above source 
on August 4, 1958, set forth that the Festival hae as ^ 
its aim the desire to promote understanding and friendly 
cooperation between the youth of nations of the world. 

On page 6 on the June 10, 1959, final edition 
of the "New York Daily Mirror" newspaper, there appears an^ 
article captioned "Denial of passport Upheld".

1. A source advised on September 16, i960, that a 
meeting of the Womerfs Alliance of the First Unitarian Church 
of Ids Angeles (SEE APPENDIX) was held at the Church on 
September 15, I960. JEANNE FORTIER was the speaker. She 
stated she had recently travelled to Cuba with a group of 
103 individuals, including a couple of ministers, several 
doctors, and a number of newsmen. The tour had been arranged 
the National Guardian" (SEE APPENDIX). FORTIER indicated 
that all of the members of the group were required to have 
newsmens identification in order to be admitted into Cuba. 

She praised Cuban leader FIDEL CASTRO for what he had done for 
the people of Cuba. She stated he had given them homes, 
employment, schools, hospitals and churches. She claimed 
CASTRO is not a Communist but that he is a Catholic, She 
stated that 90# of the people of Cuba are in favor of CASTRO 
and that the people are happy. 

. FORTIER stated that while in Cuba, she learned 

that Venezuela is also getting ready for the same kind of 
uprising that Cuba has had. FORTIER did not elucidate 
on this remark and dLd not indicate the source of her infor- 
mation or the basis for this conclusion.

A source advised on May 16, i 960 that the premises 
of the First Unitarian Church of Los Angeles have been 
utilized for meetings by Communist Party members and 
sympathizers over a period of years. Speakers and lecturers 
at the church frequently espouse Communist causes or follow 
the Communist Party line. Communist front group literature 
is distributed at the church. The church is used by some 
Communist Party members for "mass concentration" work. 


This same infiltration extends to adjuncts of the 
church such as the Unitarian Public Forum and the Unitarian 
Fellowship for Social Justice. 



Membership in the First Unitarian Church does not 
of itself connote membership in or sympathy with the Communist 
Party .

DOWNTOWN CLUB OF LOS ANGELES 

A source advised on May J, 1959 that the Downtown 
Club of Los Angeles is a former Independent Progressive 
Party club which became an autonomous organization during the 
spring of 1955 after the Independent Progressive Party had 
lost its place on the ballot. 

Its principal activity is to sponsor a weekly 
"Progressive Forum" which frequently features Communist 
Party members as speakers. The club is currently active 
and is dominated by the Communist Party through Communist 
Party members who hold positions of leadership in the club. 

The Independent Progressive Party has been described 
by the California Committee on Un-American Activities in its 
19^6 Report, page 4l, as follows: "Among typical mass

On September 29, 1960, a confidential informant, 
who is in a position where he has contacts with foreign 
nationals in the United States, was furnished the following 
information by a reputable Cuban national, who is an architect 
and business man: 

This individual advised that for approximately six 
months after Fidel Castro, Prime Minister of Cuba, aa atoned 
power, he had the support of all of the Cuban people* 

However , at the present time, this individual claims that 
approximately 95 per cent of the middle and upper class in 
Cuba are against Castro and that the illiterate and lower 
classes are now turning against him* 

According to this Cuban national, he claims that 
the United States is helping to keep Castro in power by 
purchasing Cuban sugar, by sending machinery to Cuba, and 
by continuing to send consumer goods to Cuba* He claims 
that although the United States wadi hurt the Cuban people 
a little bit if they stopped sending the above items to 
Cuba, it would c ause the downfall of the Castro regime* Be 
further claims that it will now be hard to get rid of Castro 
because of Russian help; however, he pointed out that the 
Russ Jan Government could not buy Cuban sugar at three cents 
a pound and in addition stated that Russia when they purchased 
this sugar only paid 20 per cent in cash and 80 per cent in 
commodities, which commodities the Cubans do not want* 

The Cuban national pointed out that Castro is not 
just against the United States, but is against Cubans and 
Spaniards, as well as United States citizens, who have 
anything of substance* i 

According to this Cuban national, Castro claimed that 
he was taking over the land to give to the peasants* . However, 
he has not done so but has formed cooperatives which are 
operated by the government* As a result, the Caban peasants

are now finding it difficult to sell their fare products 
unless they are members of the cooperatives* 

It was also pointed out that the employment 
situation in Cuba is very bad and no one is working unless 
they are working for the government • As a result of this, 
it was pointed out that the peasants or lower class 
individuals in Cuba are becoming restless and are turning 
against Castro as he is net fulfilling the promises he 
made when he came into power. 

According to the Cuban national, Castro *s supporters 
are few but those that he has are in control of the radio, 
press and television industries, as well as the police. Army 
and Navy. This individual pointed out that when President 
Eisenhower made his speech before the Baited Rations recently, 
the radio, television and press did not cover this speech. 
However, when Soviet Premier Khrushchev made his speech 
before the United Nations recently, this speech was covered 
fully by the radio, press and television in Chba. 

It was the Cuban individual's feeling that the 
Russians cannot economically assist Cuba in the event that 
the United States would cut off their purchase of sugar and 
the sending of machinery and consumer goods to Cuba. It 
was also pointed out that it was felt that there would be 
internal trouble in Cuba in the near future. The Cuban 
national pointed out that the Cuban people like easy living; 
however, when their daily essentials are taken away from them 
they will eventually realize that Castro has not fulfilled the 
premises made to them. HO further pointed out that the 
majority of people in Cuba are not well educated and it will 
take time for them to remove Castro from power. 

The Cuban national reiterated that the United 
States was helping to keep Castro in power by purchasing 
sugar and sending machinery and consumer goods to Cuba. 

Re again pointed out that it would be best for Cuba i£ the 
above items were not sent to Cuba by the United States.
